Kberhard Muller ana his wife recently returned from the 
Soviet Union. The name Muller is fictitious but the man pictured 
is really the witness, his real name cannot yet be disclosed 
because the Department of Foreign Afleirs long refused to use the 
testimony gathered by the group interested in the Wallenberg 
activities. The reason was this* if we force the Russians sgeinst 
the wall we will provoke a death certifies te. There wee one important 
case* the bovlet had kidnapped a Western diplomat. In the face of 
ail demarches, Moscow answered* "We don't know anything." When the 
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W«6t Government submitted all its material svauA ana

The Department of Foreign Affaire ant' the government 
exports on criminology trleo unsuccessfully to oonUct IherUard 
Muller.

When Department of Foreign AX fairs and the government s 
experts on criminology aeked me to try, both Raoul 1 s family and 
the chairman of the Raoul Wallenberg Activities, Mrs. Birgltta de 
Vylaer-Bellanaer, were against such s dangerous experiment.

1 Begin My Trip 

On lb June 19th Oaten Unden returned from Ids 10-day 
"private visit" to Moscow. On 20 June the Cabinet Secretary 
had a conference with Mrs. Bellanaer ana myself. As a result 
of this meeting I wrote down the following, which was intenoed 
as a "last will and testament" to my co-workers if I did not return 
‘'rom the far frun safe expedition "If thu motive and objective 
of Unatr.' s Moscow trip was really — as Lunaberg eaiemly explained 
to Mrs. Dtu-lander enu myself — to solve thl6 extraordinary problem 
wiUi extraordinary methods, a testimony from Lberbaru Muller could 
be vital for Raoul. According to Lundberg, the Soviet members of 
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the guvenustsit u»lu linden, "We ar« ready to reopen tii cube ox' 
rtaoul Wai.eiibirg ll' Steoui can rive us material evioence to tX*e 
effect that h. W. is now or hit been, in »h<- custody of the 
hovict Unlofi." Accox-cing to Lunuberg the Soviet negotiator# 
had added, "Whai U.e Swedish newspaper? have published bo da te 
la of no value to us." Before 1, Raoul's family, ami my coworkere 
take up a new op»n tattle, 1 feel it is ny responsibility to 
comply with the latest request fx*oa tr.e Russians to produce uu*> 
publish-.-u evidence to prove that Raoul has been imprisoned within 
the SovieWRus8ian territory. 



On 29 June the Cabinet Secretary called on the telephone, 
"The Swedish Counsul General to Berlin, Than, is her*, We will 
confer with you.* 



Ch the way to the Department of i’orei&i Affairs, I stopped 
and bou^it a round trip plane ticket to Berlin. 1 expected advice 
ar.d directions for my work from Sweden’ e Counsul General in Berlin, 
but after the introduction the Cabinet Secretary began summing up 
all the difficulties and risks. A few days pxrior to this, Ltndberg 
haa completely agreed with the Political Department Chief, Ounnar 
Jarring, ana with the government's experts on cilminology thetl 
ought to go. In the first piece, Lundberg thought it would be 
very difficult to contact huller. If this task could bo accomplished, 
the contact man woulu surely lose his life. Muller's letter proved 
that he was ei ther a Communist or that he feared the authorities. 

If tli 4 n ware so it might easily be assumed that he would betray the 
contact man. As far as 1, myself, was concerned 1 would be 
shaaoweu from the very first moment by hast German spies. They 
were all over West Germany. Counsul General Tham was also pessl~ 
sir tic. he ui d not beiicvu 1 would ootain Muller'r testimocy even 
if 1 succeeded in contacting him.

The names of Wallenberg and 
Langf elder occurred over and over again in Muxler's story which

In Budapest my family owi^a a big machine manufac turing plant which 
in 1944 was "taken over" by the Goering Concern or by Meeserschmi tt. 

I have never worked in our manufacturing plant* I was consulting 
engineer ana inventor* *hen the Jews were prohioited to work 
independently, I became a secretary in an export firm* 

In the summer of 1944 I was saved through Wallenberg 1 * 
interference# He was Legation secretary with a special assignment, 
to protect the Jews# Sweden likewise had been assigned by the 
Soviet Union to afford power of protection in Hungary. 

Budapest was completely surrounded by the He a Army* The 
section that suffered most under the German bembaraaent was the 
section where the Legation was located* There were air raid 
shelters there* Wallenberg decided to get in touch with the Rus- 
sian Supreme Coonand, above all to try to stop the Red Army from 
shooting at the Section where the Legation was located. He carried 
approximately 1.5 million pengos with him* On the way we passed a 
Branch office of the Swedish Legation* Wallenberg informed them 
there that he was taking a trip to Russian Headquarters in an at- 
tempt to intervene.

What Langfeluer reported must have taken place in the 
aidale of January 19u5. To the best of my knowledge 1 cannot give 
any definite time period. Frcm the continuation of Ungfaoer's 
report I recall that he and Wallenberg were transported by train 
via hvmania , Odessa and Kiev to Moscow. They were escorted by an 

officer. 

it a railway station in Rumania Wallenberg slipped a note 
to « Rumanian worker or peasant and asked him to forward it to 
Sweden. In the note he had written a few words saying that he and 
Langfeluer had oeen arrested and were co the way to Russia. 

In Kiev they left the train ana the officer took them for a 
walk in the town. The officer bought a newspaper and read the 
latest news from tie front for Langfeluer and Wallenberg. 

In Moscow the officer went with Wallenberg -na Langfeluer to 
a large uepartmer.t store. There they bad to buy many things for

He reported that he was a Hungarian with a 
Swedish passport; that he had been together with a Swedish diplo- 
mat, and that they had noth been arrested by Russians in Budapest." 

A few pages further on was a report about another one of 
Muller's cell mates, a Czech whom he had met in the concentration 
camp in Krasnogorsk. Muller had asked the Czech if he had net 
wallenberg ana Langfelaer. He had received the answer "yes." 

He had oeon sitting in the same ceil with ootn of them, cell luO, 
in tne Lubyanxa Prison in Moscow. He ha a been together, first 
witn Lan/f elder, ana later, when Langfelaer was removed, with 
Wallenberg. ,f Wallenberp was a very nice comrade, Wi.o suit hia 
cigarettes and tODacco rations to Langfelaer via ti.e guard," the 
Czoci. hed told Mmlcr.

Lnemara Muller ha a ha a to chaise prisons constantly curing 
his years in Kussia. he haa *lso had to change ceil mates con- 
stantly, The Soviet imp ri so* iiudt principle is to isolate prisoners 
who know something which mast not seep out, dut 11 a larger circle 
is involved, individual prisoners are not isolated out are all kept 
separate iron those prisoners with no knowledge or information about 
it. It is not from a sadistic standpoint alone, out from a rational 
point of view that isolated prisoners are occasionally kept in 

solitary confinement. This usually happens when the prisoner is 

\ 

suspected of not having reported the names of all the prisoners 
to wham he had given his secrets. 

In the so-called Schweige-Lager [isolated camps J and in 
Schweige-Gef#ngnisscn [isolated prisons] the prisoners have greater 
internal freedom than in Moscow's prisons for interrogations. On 
the other hand they have absolutely no contact with the outer 
world, ana no normal chance, after the prison term is over, to 
leave the deportation center. But no partitions are needed in the 
exercise grounds of the "quiet" camps ana prisons. The prisoners 
live in a "hermetically" sealed world. 

Like much other testimony by witnesses, Muller's report 
showed how Wallenberg 1 8 ana Langfelder f s cell mates were constantly 
meeting each other ana being exchanged with each other. 

In the Soviet* s inhuman prison and concentration camp world 
these changes signified rays ol hope which did not exist in the 
prison hells of the Third Keich. Year after year to oe forced te 
share tne cell with the same cell mate is frustrating. Witnesses 
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have reported prison officials often ack eo them wi th wnicfi 

cell mates the;/ preferred to share Uieir cell# 'lhe system facili- 
tates a let-up, not only for the prisoners out also for the 
personnel, who thereDy prevent many cases of neurosis. 

Muller Continues his ‘lestlmon y 

Muller had been sitting quietly for quite a while# Mow he 
continued his report, "The Czech was far from be: ng my only fellow 
prisoner who knew about Wallenoerg ana Langfelaer, " ne saio. 

"There were many, among them a Finn, whom 1 met in cell 92 in the 
prison Lefortovskaya, where I was brought on 1 February 19u6# 

The Finn talked as little Russian as I, but with the help of ay 
broken Russian ana sign language I succeeded in making it clear 
to him that I haa been in cell 105 in Lefortovskaya since 1945# 

The Finn then pointed out that he had also been in cell 105# His 
cell mate was then a man named Langfelaer# 

Later I learned that the Finn had come to that cell at the 
end of April 19^5; that he, besiaes having Langfelaer lor a cell 
mate, had also had for a cell mate a German vice-admiral named 
Kraft, who had been in command of the harbor Gdingen. Hie Finn 
had been in cell 105 only lu days; then he was moved to various 
prisons. But one year later he again lanaed in his ala cell, 105# 
The vice-admiral was still there, but Langfelaer had oeen exchanged 
for German Lt. Gen. Stachel, who had been an instructor in the so- 
called Jageroatal jon l Pursuit BatallionJ which had been in Finland 
after 191fe# He spoke Finnish flawlessly. 

With Stachel as an interpreter, Aamiral Kraft ana the Finn 
could talk with one another. Kraft tola him, among other things,

That day Achiral Areft had oeen called in for an 
Interroga tion; a quarter of an hour later he himself had been 
called in for an interrogation# at this time the linn was 
interrogated by 2 very high officials# They asked him what he 
knew of Langfelder ana what he had learned' about the Swedish 
diplcuat throu^i Langfelder# The linn was also asked whether he 
knew the name of the "Swede# " He had answered then that he aid 
not know it, which was true# Hot until Feoruary 19a8 aid the 
Finn hear the name Wallenoerg through me# After the interrogation 
the Finn was placed in solitary confinement in the basement of 
the prison to "recollect#* In August he tried to commit suicide 
oy throwing himself head first from the sindow sill in the cell 
down to the stone floor. He contracted skull injuries ana had to 
oe transferred to the 11 sick- department# " 

In February 19u8 when I again shared a cell with the linn — 
cell 92 in Lefortovskaya — he had been there a Ion*, time, isolated# 
For 3 whole years this unfortunate peasant boy, who had become half 
crazy during the imprisonment, was my only companion; at times it 
seemed that our fate had been linked. For example, we were separated 
on 2a April 1951# but we became cell mates again on 20 March 1952, 
this time in the Penal Institute Vladimir# It was not until there.

That the first statement was a lie was proved by Molotov's 
own note on 16 January 19u5, in which Moscow 9 * Department of 
Foreign Affairs explained that the Soviet power had taken Raoul 
Wallenberg ana his personal belongings into custody* 

That Raoul reached Moscow alive, was testified to by 
Russia f s Ambassador in Stockholm, Mrs. Alexandra Kollontay, who 
in February 19ui> stated that Raoul Wallenberg was in good health, 
on Russian soil, ana that he was not directly arrested, merely in 
"custody. *

Neither Langfeloer nor Walienoerg Know 
anything about hie past, but Langfelatr oostrved that he was so 
subservient to the Russians that Langfeluer said to him that that 
was beneath his dignity as a legation consul. 

Many of the witnesses in Muller's report have been rel eased 
from imprisonment, among them the Swiss, the Austrian, ana the 
linn. Immediately after returning home they were questioned by 
the State Police or Red Cross representatives in their respective 
countries. They spontaneously reported that they met a Swedish 
diplomat or his chauffeur. Mien they were later questioned by 
representatives of the Department of foreign Affairs, it appeared 
that their testimony coincided in all major points with that of 
Mull tr 1 s. 

Some of Muller's fellow-prisoners ana cowitnesses have 
disappeared or died in prison. A6 for the "Czech" (mentioned 
earlier in this series of articles), we do not Know if he has 
returned. If not, he is still behind the Iron Curtain. Those who 
died in prison were either very old or war criminals, lunong these 
was Roeael.

For almost twelve years Russia and 
its Baltic neighbor. Sweden, have been 
in a Issuer dispute over the di*ap|iearance 
«»f Raoul Wallenberg, a slender, tabling 
Swedish-lrgation attache who was picked 
ii(i by Ku-sian secret (ssslice in Budapest 
near (be* end of World War II. When the 
XkVD drove him oft to Marshal Mali- 
novskv's headquarter on Jan. 17. IQ45. 
Wallenlicrg said: 'Tm going to Mali- 
novsky’s . . . whether as a gueM or pris- 
«»nrr I do not know yet.” Those were the 
la-i words ever heard from him. 

Kuoul Wallenberg wa* no ordinary dip- 
lomat. Die |M»lylingual. muih -traveled s<.it 
of a wealthy Swedish tanker, he had l»c- 
gtin hi' diplomatic career only some six 
months earlier after a <|uic( meeting in 
Stockholm with C.S. Minister Herschel
